we were rather twitted because we :dld 
not fall down before the Hetch-Hetchy 
plan, which Is probably ten • years dis- 
tant at best. Now, we don't fall down 
before the present proposition ejtfcept 
under the most advantageous terms to 
the people.

W« acquit our esteemed contemporary, the Bakersfteld Califor- 


nian, at intentionally tnlsrepresent-ing THE TRIBUNE;- neverthe- 
less this statement from our Kern county contemporary is not quite 
correct: 


"THE OAKLAND TiKIBUNE objects to a La Fo.Uette com- 


mittee investigating the Lorimer election, it professing to believe 
that a fair trial could not result." 


The inference to be drawn from this and subsequent remark* is 


that this paper is taking the part of Lorimer in the controversy now 
raging over his right to a. so-at in the United States Senate. 
Wfyj-t 


we did say was that La Follette, who is frankly in favor of unseat- 
ing Lorimer, should not be permitted to name the committee that 
is to re-investigate Lorimer's election. Our contention was that 
Lorimcr's enemies have no more right to trj him than his friends 
have. We laid down the proposition that a fair trial could not be 
had with a committee composed of either friends or enemies, and 
that lines had been so drawn in the Senate that it is practically im- 
possible to select an impartial committee igora the members of that 
body. 


Incidentally we remarked liat La Follejte appeared to be mak- 


ing personal politics of the case. A committee named by the Wis- 
consin Senator would be a jury of exeeutiorers. The investigation 
would start with Lorimer condemned in advance of trial. 
, 


For tile rest, .our sympathies have never beerj with the Illinois 


Senator. When he was elected we comrn -nted op the auspicious 
circumstances attending his election by a combination of Democrats' 
and Republicans. At that time no charges of bribery had been 
made. THE TRIBUNE stated that Lorimer was no credit to the 
State of Illinois, and that his election tended to lower the standard 
of representation in the Senate and was a grave reflection on the 
good faith of. the men who vqted for him. Subsequertt develop- 
ments have strengthened that opinion. It is our conviction that 
Lorimer should be unseated; nevertheless he. is entitled to fair tfial 
by men who are not committed one way or the other. As that is 
impossible t;nder existing conditions, the next best thing is to have 
the investigation conducted by a committee composed equally, of 
Lorimer's .enemies and .friends, ,.^rhich is the thing about t6 be'done. 
The weight of opinion in the'Senate appears to be in fa\rOr of expul- 
sion, and we doubt if the investigation will work any change in the 
minds of the Senators. :It will merely give the Senate a pretext for 
reversing the verdict in :Lorimer's favor. We g-ather from the Cali- 
fornian's comments that it takes about the same-view- of the matter. 
However, the Senate has been no more jnerciftil to Lorjmer than it 
was to Clark of Montana, and Clark was a Democrat. 


The esteemed Visalia Times; is partly right in saying William; 


J. Bryan is not icsponsJble for >the acquisition by the United States 
of the Philippine Islands. He had no hand in making the treaty 
which provided for the cession of the islands; but he did have a 
large share of the responsibility incurred by the ratification of that 
treaty. When the treaty of Paris was hanging fire in the Senate, 
with its ratification in doubt, he went to Washington and urged the 
Democrats to. vote for ratification. He may not have turned the 
scale, b«t he did line up several Democratic Senators in support of 
a proposition they did not approve aqd were disposed to vote 
against. Hence Mr. Bryan's responsibility for the acquisition of the 
Philippines is equal to his ability—no mprd no less, He helped sad- 
dle the archipelago on the United States.

Bryan. That gentleman does not ptopose to be ignored, and he is 
again asserting a proprietary right over the party he has- three 
times led to defeat. Hon. Oscar Underwood of Alabama-will be| 
compelled .to take notice that he is ottly a fieldhand in the Demo- 
cratic party and must take orders from William Jennings- Bryan, 
:h.e real overseer of the plantation. 


There has been a noticeable sag in Champ Clark's Presidential 


boom since it was announced that Clark's aspirations had the ap- 
proval of William Jennings Bryan. 


Colonel Roosevelt and the head of the steel trust, Judge E. H. 


Gary, seem to'be in accord in their views regarding government 
control and supervision of trusts. It is not so surprising that these 
eminent men should agree in their opinions. Judge Gary (for the 
steel trust) was one of the contributors to the now celebrated cam- 
paign fund that the late E. H. Harriman raised at the request of 
Colonel Roosevelt. Subsequently when th,e steel trust absorbed tthe 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company, Colonel Roosevelt, then Presi- 
dent, gave official consent to the absorption.

This seems to be a confession 
that Judge. Gary knew that the deal was contrary to law and that 
' the steel trust laid itself liable to prosecution by making;5t. 'How- 
ever, President Roosevelt gave his permission and the "o'wtrage" 
was-averted. Bat what became of the law in the meantime? 


A nother Victory ftf Reform. 


A neat bit of machine politics in the name of reform was.pulled 


off in San Francisco yesterday when the State Board of Harbor 
C'ornmissioners elected H. A. Oser chief wharfinger in place of 
Thomas A. Hender, who has held the position for several years and 


- has performed the duties of his office efficiently and uprightly. Np 
complaint was made againft Mr. Hender; on the contrary, it was 
admitted, that he had proved himself capable and efficient, but Com- 
missioner J. J. Dwyer said it was necessary to remove Mr. Hender 
that a place might be made for a political worker who had been of 
service to the State administration. Commissioner Dwyer frankly 
stated that Oser was given Render's place solely for political rea- 
sons. In presenting Oser's name, he said: 


"While Hender has proved himself a competent and efficient 


official, I consider the board to be fortunate in securing the'seP- 
vices of Oser, who, for many years, has been on the water front and 
knows conditions thoroughly. Oser, in his political activity as a 
private citizen, has shown himself to be on the side-of good-govern- 
ment, which we aim to represent, and in the nomination , we are 
recognizing these services and those o.f the entire 'Fighting' Thirty- 
ninth District, whence he comes."
